Dear 3rd Shift 


The elimination of the third shifi numbering 118 
employees at Bear Archery last week had nothing to do 
with the economic status that has hit the country 
recently. according to Robert F. Kelly, Lxecutive 
Vice-President and Chief Operations Officer. 

Kelly stated the firm is “realigning manpower to fit 
1975 sales forecasts.” 

He said that though the recession has not hit the 
sporting goods industry yet, Bear Archery, is “going in 
lean and being sure we don’t have any more people 
than we need.” 

The tayoiis affect workers hired in the past three 
months to fill back orders in 1974, Kelly stated. and 
will these sdbchaly compieted, the third shitt 1s not 
needed, he added. 

Bear Archery, the largest industry in Grayling, will 
have a workforce of 470 following the layoffs. It should 
be noted that the firm employed 547 on February 1, 
1974, Kelly concluded.

Con Gas To 
Make Refunds 


Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company today announced it 
has begun making retunds 
totaling $8,200,000 to its more 
than one million customers 
across the state. 

The refunds will appear as 
credits on the bills of Michigan 
Consolidated’s customers dur- 
ing the months of January, 
February and May. 

Refunds to ihe average resi- 
dential heating customer will 
total about $3.30. 

The rebates are being made 
as a result of Federal Power 
Commission rulings requiring 
the Company's three major 
pipeline suppliers to reduce 
their rates and refund to Mich- 
igan Consolidated monies paid 
for gas deliveries made between 
January, 1971 and September, 
1974. The refunds include the 
actual money paid under rates 
which were placed in effect 
pending a final decision by the 
FPG, plus the interest collected 
from the pipeline on the funds.

To miilions of peopte 
around the world today the state 
alone has the ability and 
iv Geiecnine right 
from wrong. Anything which is 
against the state or contrary to 
the beliefs of the state is wrong. 
Anything which the state teach- 
es or supports is right. 

Fourth, there is nothing either 
tight or wrong which is contrary 
to the clear teaching of the 
Bible. This is the appeal of 
divine revelation. This is the 
God of the universe giving His 
creatures the moral laws He has 
established for tneir own goog 
and His glory. Just as the 
natural laws of the universe

so also the moral laws of God 
must be observed to assure the 
intellectual, emotional and spir- 
itual well being of mankind.

When is a bargain a poor buy? 
Marketing officials uf the Michi- 
gan Depastment of Agriculture 
say cost per pound or ounce is 
not the only factor to consider 
in determining whether you get 
your money's worth in food. 
Next time you're at the super- 
market, take a close look at the 
food labels before you buy. 

The four items required for all 
food labels on containers are 
name of product. net content, 
name and address of manufac- 
turer or distributor. Most food 
labels also require listing of 
ingredients, and they must be 
listed in descending order of 
predominance, according to the 
MDA Marketing officials. Thus 
the ingredient listed first is the 
one most prominent in the food. 

On cuts of meat and meat 
products, many meat retailers 
are using a standardized system 
of labeling. Each meat package 
contains a three-part descrip- 
tion indicating kind of meat, 
nimal aut (such as loin, rib or 
chuck), and recommended retail 
name. These items, along with 
the amount of waste, such as 
skin, fat or bone. are key factors 
in deciding which is the better 
buy. 

In addition, a new open 
dating regulation recently a- 
dopted by USDA will inform you 
for the first time about the 
freshness of the meat or poultry 
you are buying. The calendar 
date stamped on the package 
will indicate packing date, last 
date product should be sold or 
final date nrocuct should be

The Michigan Public Service Commission (Commission) 


in its Opinion and Order dated November 19, 1974 in Case 
No. U-4701 initiated proceedings on the design of the rate 
structures of gas utilities within the State of Michigan and 
other mechanisms to encourage the conservation of natural 


Under Alternative 1, a poiiton of the revenues collected 
from residential customers failing to qualify for the Dis- 
counted Rate would be rebated annually by the utility

future supplies of natural gas. The initial hearing in these 
matters is scheduled to commence at 9:30 a.m. on February 
7, 1975 in the offices of the Commission, Law Building. 
Lansing. Michigan. The heating shall continue thereafter 
on ach ‘dates as a presiding officer may set until the mat- 
ters have been fully heard. 

Any interested parties may attend the hearing and 
participate, subject to the provisions of the Commission’s 
Rules of Practice and Procedure. Any party seeking to 
intervene in accordance with Rule 11 of the Commission's 
Rules shall file «ith the Commission, at least 5 days prior 
to the initial hearing of February 7, 1975, an original and 
6 copies of the petition to intervene. together with proof 
of service upon their serving gas utility. 

The proceedings initiated by the Commission will focus 
on two basic issues:

vice of gas utilities within the State of Michigan 
that would be appropriate for the promotion of 
the conservation of gas; and 

(2) Any other mechausins appropriate for encourag- 

ing the conservation of gas. 

The Commission emphasized that it had formed no 
firm findings or conclusions relative to the issues raised 
therein. However. in order to facilitate exploration of such 
issues, the Commission attached to the Opinion and Order 
several proposals upon wlicii tae Coimmission solicited 
evidence and other comments. 

The proposals set forth in the Opinion and Order are 
divided into four parts: 

Part I would direct. among other things. that gas 
utilities in the State of Michigan undertake a program of 
advertising and promotion to encourage the conservation 
of natural gas and establish a program to identify cus- 
tomers using disproportionate amounts of natural gas for 
space heating. Gas utilities would also be required to 
establish a residential inspection program to implement the 
“Discounted Residential Insulation Rate” provided for in 
Part II of the proposals. 

Part Hf would establish a rate structure designed to 
reward residential customers who adequately insulate 
their homes. Four Alternatives are set forth which could 
implement such a rate structure, Under each alternative, 
residential gas customers having ceiling insulation ade- 
quate to nieet the R-19 standard as set forth in the Federal 
Housing Administration (FHA) Minimum Property Stan- 
dards for Single Dwelling Units, paragraph 607-3, effective 
August 1, 1974, and residential customers who rent their 
dwellings and those whose living units are such that they 
are physically unable to install ceiling insulation that meets 
the above R-19 standard would be entitled to a “Dis- 
counted Residential Insulation Rate” (Discounted Rate) 
for natural gas service. 


Dated: January 13, 1975 


Under Alternative 2, a portion of the revenues collected 
from residential customers failing to qualify for the Dis- 
counted Rate would be expended by the utility collecting 
the same for special conservation programs, or special 
actions to assure ade quate future supplies of gas. 

Under Alternative 3. a portion of the revenues collected 
from residential customers failing to qualify for the Dis- 
counted Rate would be rebated annually to ail residential 
customers. 

Under Alternative 4, the rates for gas service for resi- 
dential customers qualifying for a Discounted Rate and 
those not qualifyi ing for a Discounted Rate would be 
established at ievels calculaled as nearly as practicable to 
result in no change in net revenue for each gas utility. 

Part IT would prohibit the attachment of new residen- 
tial gas service unless the living unit of the prospective 
customer meets one or more, of the following requirements:

Part TY would prohibit the use of gas for “ornamental 
purposes.” As used in the proposal. “ornamental purposes 
means for the primary purpose of decoration or for the 
primary purpose of enhancement of the aesthetic quality 
of an object, space. or environment, and include. but is not 
pune to. a use primarily for the purpose of providing 
ight.” 

Each of the foregoing proposals would. if adopted as 
proposed, be mude effective September 1, 1975. 

The Commission requests all parties. Staff and inter- 
venors to address the impact of any proposal on residential 
custorners of “limited financial means.” renters and cus- 
tomers Whose dweilings cannot physically be insulated and 
to sugeest methods of treating such customers equitably. 
Under each alternative, residential customers who do not 
meet the insulation standards or other qualifications for 
eligibility to purchase gas under the “Discounted Resiclen- 
tial Insulation Rate” would pay a higher rate for gas. 

The Commission also ordered that each gas utility file 
evidence as to the future availability of and demand for gas. 

The Commission also specifically solicited other pro- 
posals from the utilities. its Staff, and any other interested 
person which fit within the scope of the proceedings.

The common cold, a mid- 
winter Menace, iS not a single 
disease that can be tracked 
down and wiped out. Colds are 
caused by viruses, which are 
slippery characters with a gen- 
ius for surviving. Antimicropiai 
drugs that fight off some infec- 
tions don't affect most viruses. 
Gold vaccines only work against 
specific, targetted types: un- 
targetted viruses pop up like

But there is hope on the cold 
research horizon. Researchers 
are exploring the way our 
bodies naturally vy to protect 


thamenlune aq3in. virnses 3a 
gains! viruses and 


other infectors. 

In aresearch study sponsored 
by the American Thoracic So- 
ciety, the medical section of the 
American Lung Association, Dr. 
JE. Rodriguez of the University 
of lowa is attempting to deter- 
mine just how interferon, an 
infection - fignting antiooay, 
functions. He wants to find cut 
if the chemical can be spotted 
in people who have respiratory 
infections. He wants to discover 
whether different levels of inter- 
feron are related to different 
virus attackers. And he hopes to 
see if different levels have any 
effect on how long an infection 
lasts. 

Findings from studies such 
as this may offer a new line of 
attack against -iruses.

A iate buying surge py Christmas 
shoppers averted what had started 
out to be a pretty dismal sales month 
in December, according to a survey of 
the nation’s largest retail stores. 

Generally speaking, sales in De- 

cember of 19/4 ended up ahead of

LANSING — Reports from 
Michigan's Upper Peninsula and 
northern Lower Peninsula indi- 
cale the state's deer herd is 
having an easy winter, accord- 
ing to Department of Natural 
Resources game biviogists. 

Awinter severity index, using 
snow depth, temperatures and 
wind chill factors. shows that 
through Lecember deer ex- 
perienced a winter about half as 
harsh as last year, The 1973-74 
season was considered quite 
mild. 

Little “yarding," when deer 
congreoate in sheltered areas 
SUCH 45 Heavy Cedar sw. 
being noted. 

In the Upper Peninsula, snow 
depths are considerably below 
last year and deer are reported 
to be ranging widely. 

In the northern Lower Penin- 
gula, ONE Wildlife Division hi.
